The  inference  is,  that  in 
like  manner,  it  is  no  valid  objection  to  a  real  sacri¬ 
fice  in  the  Eucharist,  that  it  is  held  solely  in  the 
Church,  and  is  not  to  be  discovered  in  the  Scrip¬ 
tures.  This  i.s  the  syllogism.  Should  we  not  ima¬ 
gine,  that  the  reason  of  this  man  had  the  dropsy, 
and  was  emptying  upon  us  its  morbid  humors,  in¬ 
stead  of  tlie  sound  and  natural  streams  of  good 
scn.«e  and  correct  thinking  ]  Would  not  this  rea¬ 
soning  as  strongly  recommend  all  the  fabulous  le¬ 
gends  of  the  Romish  (,'liurch,  as  the  doctrine  of  a 
real  sacrifice  in  the  Sacrament  !  Because  w  e  ought 
not  to  reject  the  miraculous  fiicts  which  are  relat¬ 
ed  in  Scripture,  and  which  come  to  us  supported 
by  an  accumulation  of  evidence  that  sati.<fies  our 
minds,  therefore  wc  nin.*t  receive  as  true  the  fabu¬ 
lous  stories  of  monks  and  hermits,  whicli  are  with¬ 
out  end,  and  without  a  sh.adow  of  credibility.  'I'hi.* 
writer,  too,  in  his  zeal  without  knowledge,  seem.* 
utterly  to  have  forgotten,  that  there  are  such  crea¬ 
tures  in  the  church,  as  infidels  and  cavillers,  as 
well  as  Ultra-Protestants  and  I.atiludinarians. 

\A  itli  similar  skill  and  by  os  apt  applications  of 
Scripture,  are  recommended  the  practices  of  pe¬ 
nance,  of  c  Mifession  to  priests,  of  an  intermediate 
state,  in  wirch  the  souls  of  the  faithful  are  puri¬ 
fied  and  gr  v.v  in  grace,  that  they  pray  for  us  and 
our  prajers  Ixnefit  them,  that  the  use  of  altar  is 
apostolic,  th  it  the  water  of  baptism  cleanses  Trom 
."'in,  rating  the  consecrated  bread  is  eating 
Christ’s  holy,  that  oil  may  be  blessed  for 
spiritual  pur|'-oscs,  that  water  applied  to  the 
botfy  is  really  God's  instrument  in  cloan.-iii'T 
tbe  soul  from  .sin,  as  tlie  angel  in  the  pool  of  Be''- 
thesda  gave  it  a  miraculous  jKiwer,  (here  he  igno¬ 
rantly  mislukes  the  the  analogy,  since  tlie  ano^el  at 
Belhesda  better  represents  tlie  Holy  Spirit,'’ than 
the  water  in  this  rite,)  that  the  hands  of  bishops 
and  pnorts  impart  power,  grace  or  privilege,  that 
ministers  do  work  miracles  in  baptism  and  in  ibe 
Eucharist,  and  that  “as  God  virtually  annihilated 
the  distance  between  earth  and  heaven  on  his 
Son’s  ascen.sion,  so  he  can  annihilate  it  in  the  ce¬ 
lebration  of  the  holy  communion,  so  as  to  make 
us  present  with  him,  though  he  be  on  God’s  right 
hand  in  heaven.”  This  last  item  in  this  enumera¬ 
tion  of  doctrines,  caps  the  climax  of  errors  and  ab¬ 
surdities,  and  chokes  the  faith  ot  Christians  with 
an  utter  imjiossibility.  From  numerous  passages 
in  these  essays,  and  especially  from  the  impotent 
attack  made  on  I>ord  Erskine’s  able  treatise  upon 
the  evidences  of  Christianity,  I  had  concluded, 
that  these  writers  are  sufficiently  raw  and  unskill¬ 
ed  in  the  higher  science  and  literature  of  the  day, 
but  until  I  arrived  at  this  place,  I  really  could  not 
have  expected  to  hear  them  suggest  an  idea  so 
prei)osU‘rously  absurb,  as  that  at  the  ascension  of 
(.hrist,  God  annihilated  the  distance  between  hea¬ 
ven  and  earth,  and  that  in  the  Eucharist,  which  is 
celebrated  upon  every  Sabbath-day  in  some  church 
or  many  chiiiclics  the  same  imptxssibility  is  accom- 
pli.'hed !  Wretclied  outrage  of  right  reason  by  an 
ignorant  and  stupid  superstition  !  Do  these  impo¬ 
tent  tractators  know,  that  to  suppose  God  to  anni- 
hi  ate  any  portion  of  space,  is  to  suppose  him  to  an¬ 
nihilate  the  same  portion  of  himself!  Is  it  not  one 
of  his  attributes  to  extend  through  all  extent,  as 
the  great  philosophical  poet  expresses  it,  or  to  bo 
omnipresent !  Now  if  he  can  destroy  any  portion  of 
space  or  distance,  w’ould  he  nut  in  precisely  thesame 
degree  limit  his  own  presence,  and  of  course,  set 
bounds  to  infinity]  To  imagine  any  part  of  space  to 
be  removed  or  destroyed,  says  Newton,  is  to  sup¬ 
pose  a  thing  to  be  taken  from  itself.

It  is  with  feelings  of  regret  that  we  mark  adi.s- 
jKisitiou  for  change  exhibited  in  some  of  our  dio¬ 
ceses,  and  recommended  by  high  authority.  Al¬ 
though  we  lay  no  claim  to  “  censor.ship,”  nor  have 
wo  any  disposition  “to  dog  the  track  of  Bishop.',” 
still  we  cannot  see  the  general  uniformity  of  our 
mode  of  conducting  public  worship  broken  in  upon, 
without  emotions  of  sorrow-.  One  cliange  pre- 
jiircs  the  w'ay  for  another,  as  the  following  extract 
from  the  Episcopal  Address  of  the  Bishop  of  New 
Jersey,  delivered  on  the  27th  of  May,  w  ill  testify. 
The  removal  of  the  desk,  and  its  substitution  by 
tlic  high  altar,  has  led  to  the  suggestion  of  occu¬ 
pying  a  rending  stani  in  lieu  of  the  pulpit.  To 
obtain  “  uniformity”  in  such  a  measure,  a  war  of 
cxlcnninatiou  must  bo  w-aged  against  all  the 
Epi.scopal  pulpits  in  the  land.  At  present  the 
pulpit  is  as  co.nmon  and  as  much  a  part  of  the 
Church  as  the  door  of  entrance;  we  know  none 
without  it;  and  as  wchave  no  apprehension  of  any 
.•peeuy  or  extensive  demolition  of  this  venerable, 
and,  as  we  tliink,  useful  portion  of  the  sanctuary’s 
f'lirnitiiro,  we  deem  it  unnecessary  at  present  to 
Hjvocate  its  cause.  If  Bishops  sometimes  find 
censors  in  the  public  press,  the  conductors  of  that 
press  sometimes  meet  with  gentle  rebuke  at  the 
iiK»uth.s  of  Bishops.  Perhaps  both  are  beneficial. 

The  following  remarks  are  drawn  forth  by  a 
change  in  the  chancel  arrangements  of  Trinity 
Church,  Princeton : — 

“  Though  I  am  not  ignorant  of  the  stern  censor- 
pliip,  the  more  .severe  as  it  is  self-constituted  and 
irres{)onsible,  which  dogs  the  track  of  Bishops  who 
pre.'umc  to  speak  of  “the  position  of  the  altar;”

'To  us  there  seem  to  lie  innumerable  difficulties 
connected  with  this  theory,  whiclt  have  been  in  no 
way  obviated,  and  some  of  them  not  even  glanced 
at  by  the  e.s.«ay i.-it.

To  us 
also  there  seems  lo  be  in  the  views  of  the  essayist 
an  approach  lo  pantheism  in  the  idea  that  the  hu- 
man  soul  is  an  in  finitesmal  part  of  Deity.

I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  settling  the 
question,  but  as  suggesting  points  for  considera¬ 
tion.

Tliis  is  a  neat  little  volume,  well  adapted  to  serve 
the  interests  of  truth,  and  promote  the  welfare  of 
the  young.  The  appeal  is  from  a  Christian  minis¬ 
ter  to  the  younger  members  of  his  congregation, 
but  adapted  to  the  circumstances  of  almast  every 
young  man  in  the  land.

It 
meets  an  advancing  generation,  and  subdues  their 
will  too.  It  moulds  their  opinions;  leads  them  to 
the  temple  of  worship ;  controls  their  passions,  and 
subdues  their  apjietites  ;  or  pampers  lo  them  with  a 
jiower  which  monarchs  never  knew.  So,  loo,  it  is 
with  the  Bible.  That  too  is  a  book — a  silent, 
j  speechless  Ixxik.  But  in  our  own  land  ten  millions 
I  acknowledge  its  right  to  give  laws;  and  in  other 
I  lands  one  hundred  millions  confess  its  power;  and 
in  pa?t  times  many  thousand  millions  have  been 
moulded  by  it.s  precepts.  And  I  would  not  be  ig¬ 
norant  of  that  which  exerts  a  control,  so  near  om¬ 
nipotence,  over  so  many  human  minds. 

“Our  country  has  been  settled  from  two  points, 

Jamestown  and  Plymouth — in  both  of  which  the 
Bible  was  aeknowlodged  as  supreme.  I  need  not 
recall  any  of  the  events  of  our  early  history.  1 
need  only  remind  you  that  with  the  pilgrim  tlic 
axe  was  not  a  more  needful  or  inseparable  compan¬ 
ion  than  the  Bible.  It  went  with  him  into  the  (leep 
forest ;  comforted  him  when  the  warwhixip  of  the 
savage  sounded  in  his  ears  ;  prompted  him  to  build 
the  church,  the  school-hou.se,  and  the  college  ;  cn-  j 
tered  into  his  literature,  and  constituted  his  laws; 
was  the  foundation  of  his  civil  rights  ®nd  the  plat¬ 
form  of  his  views  of  government;  contained  the 
the  lessons  which  he  taught  to  his  children ;  and 
the  love  of  it  constituted  his  parting  counsel  to  them 
when  he  lay  on  a  bed  of  death.  Phidias  it  is  said, 
so  wrought  his  own  name  into  the  shield  of  tlie 
statue  of  Minerva,  at  Athens,  that  it  could  not 
be  removed  without  destroying  the  statue.  So  the 
precepts  and  truths  of  the  Bible  have  been  in- 
wrought  into  all  our  institution.s.  They  are  not 
interwoven,  as  if  they  were  separate  warp  and 
woof.  They  are  not  laid  on,  as  plates  of  gold  may 
be  on  a  carved  image  of  a  man.  They  arc  not  laid 
under,  to  support  the  fabric.  They  are  fused  in 
—  intermingled,  and  run  together,  as  the  gold  and 
silver  and  brass  of  Corinth  were  in  the  great  fire 
which  burnt  down  its  statues  of  silver,  and  gold, 
and  brass,  forming  tlie  much  valued  compound  of 
aiitiipiity — the  Corinthian  brass.  They  cannot  be 
separated,  and  it  is  loo  late  to  trace  their  inde¬ 
pendent  proportions  and  inlluence.  We  have  no 
institutions;  no  laws;  no  social  habits — that  arc 
worth  any  thing;  and  no  learning;  no  literature; 
no  liberty,  which  have  not  been  moulded  and  modi¬ 
fied  by  the  Bible.  No  man  can  write  our  history 
who  is  a  stranger  to  the  Bible;  and  you  will  neyer 
understand  it,  if  you  are  ignorant  of  that  book. 

The  man  who  enters  on  public  life  ignorant  of  this 
vital  point  in  our  history,  is  liable  to  perpetual  mis¬ 
takes  and  blunders  in  regard  to  the  institutions  of 
his  own  country.  He  will  perpetually  come  in  con¬ 
tact  with  opinions  and  habits  which  he  cannot  ap¬ 
preciate.  He  will  never  be  able  to  understand  the 
public,  mind  in  this  nation.  He  will  be  mistaken 
in  regard  to  the  course  which  the  popular  feeling 
will  take  on  any  subject  He  will  run  counter  lo 
what  he  may  esteem  mere  prejudice,  but  what  in 
fact  is  conscience;  and  he  may  suppose  that  he 
meets  mere  popular  feeling,  when  he  encounters 
that  which  enters  into  every  principle  of  our  lilicr- 
ty.  There  is  nothing  on  which  foreigners  who 
come  among  us  are  more  liable  to  misunderstand 
us  than  on  this  point;  and  nothing  which  to  them 
appears  more  inexplicable  than  that  religion  is 
propagated  and  maintained  without  an  alliance  with 
the  slate.  The  secret  of  the  whole  is,  the  hold 
which  the  Bible  has  on  the  public  mind;  and  the 
fact  that  that  book  is  allowed  to  influence  so  exten¬ 
sively  the  opinions,  and  the  laws,  and  the  customs 
of  tlie  land.  And  the  young  man  who  wishes  to 
understand  liis  own  country,  will  never  succeed 
unless  he  has  an  understanding  of  the  Bible.  It  is 
every  where;  it  i.4ln  almost  every  family;  it  is 
read  by  millions ;  the  respect  for  it  is  growing  every 
day  ;  it  is  read  (laily  in  all  our  colleges  and  high 
schools,  and  hundreds  and  thousands  of  children 
and  youth  are  taught  every  week  in  the  Sabbath- 
school  to  reverence  the  word  of  God.  A  great 
national  society  is  in  existence,  whose  business  it 
is  to  sec  that  that  book  is  placixl  and  kept  in  every 
family  in  the  land ;  and  though  the  press  teems 
with  novels,  and  romances,  and  poems,  and  btxiksof 
science,  yet  the  book  that  is  most  frequently  prin¬ 
ted,  and  on  which  the  printer’s  art  and  the  binder’s 
art  are  most  abundantly  lavished,  is  the  Bible.”

As  I  had  promised,  I  went.  I  fidt  more  and 
more  acutely  as  I  approached  his  liousc.  I 
entered  it,  I  am  not  ashamed  to  confess,  with 
fear  and  trembling.  But  mucli  as  my  imagi¬ 
nation  had  been  at  work,  lo  the  moment  of  my 
entering  the  sick  room,  it  had  fallen  far  short 
of  the  reality.  1  have  since  seen  a  convicl, 
when  the  cert  linty  of  his  fate  was  announced 
to  him  :  hut,  harrowing  as  it  was  to  see  a  strong 
man  stricken  down  like  a  child  hy  the  tidings 
of  death,  and  weeping,  helplessly,  like  a  child, 
too,  at  his  doom,  it  w.is  notliing  to  that  which 
1  saw  ill  William  Robinson.  His  restlessness 
and  agitation  were  such,  tliat  every  particle  of 
of  his  body  seemed  absolutely  iu  motion  ;  he 
was  wasted  away  miserably,  and  there  was  a 
hasgard  expression  in  his  eye  which  I  can 
never  forget.  He  breathed  hard  ;  and,  as  1 
opened  the  door,  the  moaning  that  fell  upon  my 
ear  had  an  elVoct  which  I  cannot  describe. 

As  I  entered,  a  young  woman,  his  sister, 
rose  from  the  hcil-siilc.  The  moment  his 


knit  together  in  the  strong  and  perfect  bond 
of  charity — to  see  the  glow  of  joy  spread  over 
the  countenance  of  the  sick  man’s  sister — and 
his  own  features,  down  whieh  tears  ran — tears 
too  sacred  for  aught  but  the  deepest  reverence

him,  who  felt  himself  to  he  speaking  under  the 
very  gaze  of  the  Almighty,  breathing  forth  con¬ 
fession,  and  prayer,  and  thanksgiv  ing,  in  those 
tones  which  only  they  who  have  much  frecpiont- 
ed  the  dying  bed  can  imagine,  was  so  afl'ecling, 
that  iny  voice  faltered  witli  emotion  as  I  pro¬ 
nounced  the  final  hh  ssing, — final,  perhaps,  on 
earth,  in  the  fullest  sense,  to  the  dying  man
